Young people in the United States below the age of 18 
send and receive 2,779 text messages each month, but only spend 631 minutes 
talking on the phone. Those aged 1 8 to 24 send and receive less than half as many 
text messages, but they talk for 981 minutes per month. Older cellular subscribers, 
however, talk less and text very infrequently. For instance, those aged 55 to 64 only 
send or receive 80 texts, but spend 587 minutes calling. Those who are 65 and over 
send just 32 text messages and talk for 398 minutes.

A new report shows that the number of people in the United States who have re- 
placed their landline phone service with cellular is growing at a steady clip. Last 
year, 24.8% of households claimed to have swapped services, but at the same pe- 
riod this year, that number has grown to 29.7%. The wireless substitution rate has 
been climbing since before 2007 but has accelerated to the point where landline 
operators are losing roughly 1 % of their customer base every three months, or ap- 
proximately 5% each year.

HDTV (or other Internet-connectable device) to take ad- 
vantage of any of the available content provided by a widget. 



QWhat type of connection is required for my HDTV to 
get the Internet? 

A You can connect your HDTV to the Internet using one 
of three methods: Ethernet cable, powerline Ethernet 
adapters, or wireless adapters, such as a USB adapter that 
wirelessly connects to your existing wireless network.

What type of content can I access using widgets? 

Although widget-based content is continually expanding, 
you can currently find pay-per-view movies, TV 
episodes, Web videos, free streaming music, social media ser- 
vices, news, stocks, sports scores, and weather updates.

Interchangeable lenses give a D-SLR versatility. For in- 
stance, a wide-angle lens lets you photograph everyone 
in a room; a telephoto can capture sports close-ups.

This is a camera that's compatible with lenses from 
various manufacturers but is smaller than a D-SLR. 
Some are called Micro Four Thirds cameras.

What is a mobile device app, and which 
devices can use them? 



A Apps are small software applications that run on 
many (but not all) mobile devices, including most 
smartphones, personal media players, and more. Apps 
may be basic included utilities, such as email or Web 
browsers, or they may be add-ons that enhance the de- 
vice's functionality. 



Q 



, Will my mobile device come with apps? 

A Your device will likely come with basic apps, usually 
including email, a Web browser, a calendar, an MP3 
player, etc. Most importantly, it will include some way to 
access the device's app store, so that you can get more apps. 



QDo I use my device to buy more apps, or do I 
purchase apps via the Web? 

A If your device is connected (via Wi-Fi or 3G), it's eas- 
iest to use the device to find, pay for, download, and 
install apps all at one time. In many cases, though, you can 
connect to a Web-based version of the store, purchase and 
download an app, and then move the app over to your de- 
vice the next time you sync the device with your computer. 



Qlf I have one type of device, can I buy apps 
from another device's app store? 

A Generally, no. Droid apps are available from the 
Android Market; Palm Pre apps from Palm's App 
Catalog; iPhone, iPod touch, or iPad apps from Apple's 
App Store; etc. 



Q 



Is there a way to find free apps for my device? 

A Usually, yes. Most app stores include an app (or two 
or three) for finding free apps. Sometimes the app is 
offered by the device vendor, and sometimes it was built by 
an independent developer. The app that you use to find free 
apps may or may not itself be free. Some app stores also 
sort apps based on whether they're free or paid to help you 
narrow your search. 



QCan users review and comment on 
mobile device apps? 

A Most device app marketplaces include a rating and re- 
view system where users can rate and comment on 
apps. This means that developers get very targeted feedback 
very quickly, which helps them respond to market demands 
and make improvements to their apps. It also means you 
can learn about an app before you buy or download it. 



QHow are apps categorized? By type or use? 
Or alphabetically? By popularity? 

A All of the above. Depending on your app store, you 
can usually browse apps by date of release, by cate- 
gory (books, utilities, games, food, etc.), or by popularity. 



QWill I be informed if there are updates to 
my mobile device apps? 

A Generally, yes. When you log on to your device's app 
store, the store and the device will communicate, and 
the store will inform you of any already-installed apps for 
which updates are available.

The PC Specs That Do The Most For Gaming 



It may be hard to make sense of the multitude of acronyms, 
specs, and features of new PCs, but finding a computer that is 
great for the PC gamer on your list this holiday doesn't have to 
be. Read on to determine the aspects of a PC that have the 
biggest impact on your gift recipient's gaming experience. 




Graphics Card 

The graphics card has the most direct impact on gaming, 
so make sure the PC you're buying has a discrete one (not 
integrated). Furthermore, the more onboard memory a 
graphics card has, the better it will be at rendering high- 
resolution images and textures; shoot for one with 512MB, 
1 GB, or more of dedicated memory. 



Processor & Memory 

Current games generally don't utilize more than two or 
three cores (or threads) of a processor, so a higher clock 
speed, such as 2.5GHz or better, helps games run their 
fastest. System memory, or RAM, is also important, as it 
helps keep game data flowing steadily to and from the 
processor; 4GB or more is ideal. These two components 
have the most impact on nongraphical elements of the 
gaming experience, such as the game's Al (artificial intelli- 
gence) and physics effects. 



Storage 

Believe it or not, the lowly hard drive really shows its age in 
gaming scenarios, particularly when loading game data. For 
this reason an SSD can significantly reduce the amount of 
time the gamer in your life has to stare at a loading screen. If 
SSDs are out of your budget, look for a conventional hard 
drive that supports a 7,200rpm or faster spindle speed. 



Peripherals 

Last but not least are the peripherals, such as a monitor 
(the bigger and wider, the better); mouse (gaming mice 
offer unparalleled accuracy); and keyboard (backlit keys 
and built-in game-specific macro functions), which all 
make for a more immersive experience.

Portability 



Gamers want to be able to take their games with them. Portable 
game consoles can be taken anywhere, such as on a vacation or to 
a friend's house.

Portable game consoles also use battery power, 
have built-in speakers and headphone jacks, and are all-in-one de- 
vices that don't need an A/V connection.

Or, you 
can use Bluetooth headsets with some portable 
consoles for in-game communication. Many 
also include video outputs. 



Internet Access 

Most also come with Wi-Fi functionality, so you 
can surf the Web or use search engines on an 
integrated browser or download an application 
that will allow Internet access. These browsers 
are often specifically built for use on the port- 
able console and make it much easier to navi- 
gate the Web. Some portable systems will allow 
you to make free phone calls via Skype or other 
VoIP services. 



Content Options 

Portable game consoles aren't just for hardcore 
gamers or children. In actuality, these systems 
often provide the same variety of games avail- 
able on standalone consoles and more. Some 
consoles can play movies and music stored on 
memory cards and disks. Additional content, 
such as movies, TV shows, and games, can 
often be purchased from online networks, such 
as Sony's PlayStation Network, and downloaded 
directly to the system.
